Following  the  ruling  of  .Tudge  Lamp- 
man  declaring  Mr.  J.  L.  BeckwUh  "was 
and  Is"  mayor  of  Victoria,  T^ls  Worship 
took  the  chair  at  the  adjcjrned  meet- 
ing of  the  C-tV  Council  held  last  even- 
ing. The  Council  chamber  was  well 
filled  by  friends  of  tho  mayor  when  the 
session  commenced.  In  opening  the 
meeting  Mayor  Beokwlth  stated  he  felt 
It  Incumbent  upon  him  to  tender  a  word 
of  congratulation  to  the  aldermen  on 
the  Bucxjess  of  their  appeal  to  the  elec- 
tors. These  congratulations  were  due 
this  year  to  a  greater  extent,  perhaps, 
than  in  former  years  as  the  last  election 
was  the  flrst  at  which  aldermen  were 
elected  by  the  city  at  large.  The  per- 
centage of  the  vote  polled  was  igratl  Ty- 
ing and  doubly  so  to  thoae  who  headed 
the    list. 

The  mayor  paid  a  tribute  to  .Alderman 
Porter  who  got  the  largest  vote,  poll- 
ing practically  seventy-flve  per  cent  oi? 
the  totsl   vote. 

The  mayor  did  not  think  It  necessary 
to  make  any  reference  to  the  "lltfip 
break"  which  had  occurred  since  the 
election.  He  had  believed  he  would 
he  returned  and  the  result  of  the  re- 
count showed  he  was  right.  During  the 
present  year  there  would  be  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  work  to  be  done  which 
would  require  thf  closest  nttentlon  and 
he  was  sure  that  with  the  full  co- 
operation of  the  members  of  the  board 
the  year's  results  would  be  most  satis- 
factory  to   the   city. 

Mayor  BeckwUh  regretted  that  a.n 
effort  had  been  made  to  arouse  the  be- 
lief that  matters  financial  had  not  been 
satisfactory.  He  believed  that  the  peo- 
ple will  shortly  see  that  their  doubts 
are  not'  well  founded.  The  flnanclal 
statement  annnall.v  published  would  be 
Issued  In  a  short  time  when,  he  was 
certain,  the  fullest  details  will  be 
nvRllahle. 

.\ldorman  Oleason,  referring  to 
flnsn-ces.  stated  that  since  the  hegln- 
nlnR-  of  thp  year  a  certain  policy  had 
been  arranged  with  the  bank.  He  did 
not  wish  to  be  an  alarmist  but  could 
say  that  there  will  be  no  pruiframme 
of  work  imtll  the  flnanclal  situation  la

tXncallad   Tor   Doubts 

Mayor  Beckwith  deprecated  the  re- 
ports spread  nbont  that  tho  city's  flnan- 
clal status  was  doubtful.  For  ln.^tance, 
a  statement  had  been  published  indicat- 
ing that  $270,000  had  been  "got  away 
with"  on  street  works.  As  a  matter  of 
fnrt  the  estimates  by-law  for  last  year 
shnw.Ht  that  $200,000  had  been  ap- 
proved leaving  about  $70,000  spent  In 
rxrpKB  of  the  appropriation,  but  of  this 
latter  sunt  the  most  of  it  was  expended 
on  absolutel.v  ne<;e<»sary  works  for  which 
full  value  wss  received  by  the  people. 
A  I'omplete  sfBtf>ment  would  he  avail- 
able which  wotild  certainly  show  clear- 
ly that  no  money  had  been  wrongfully 
spent. 

.\l<lormcn  Porter  and  Cuthbert  con- 
gratulated the  mayor  on  his  again  oc- 
cup>lnii  the  position,  the  latter  declar- 
ing that  as  chairman  of  the  finance 
c-ommlttee  he  would  see  that  the  verv 
fullest  financial  statement  wotild  be 
shortly  forthcoming,  a  atatement  which 
would  show  to  the  man  In  the  street. 
the  exact  flnanclal  position  of  the  city 
in    every    re«V>ecL 

Alderman  Htimber  strongly  urged 
tliat  this  step  be  taken,  and  his  reeolu- 
tlon  calling  upon  the  city  comptroller 
to  furnish  auch  etatament  wmb  paeeed, 
a  reaolutlatt  preafate4  at'Mon«|ey  nifhflk 
tteetlnt  but  laid  ov«r  until  laat  vrmlMf.

Interesting  Lecture  Before 
Natural  History  Society  of 
British  Columbia

Mr.  Arthur  O.  Wheeler,  director  of 
the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada,  gave  an  ad- 
dress to  the  Natural  History'  Society  on 
Monday  evening  on  "Canada's  Mountain 
Wonderland,"  the  mountain  ranges  of 
Brltiijfi  Columbia.  He  described  the 
original  formation  of  the  range.s  and  tlie 
processes  of  sculpture  by  which  these 
have  been  cut  into  the  towering  nealts 
we  now  see,  tho  dazzling  snovfields,  the 
wild  gorges  with  their  impetuous  foam- 
ing torrents,  the  lovely  lakes  and  among 
them  the  grassy  tracts  with  their  pro- 
fusion of  brilliant  alpine  nowors,  which 
all  delight  the  beholder  and  will  repay 
them  for  the  long  journey  hither  from 
Europe. 

As  to  how  the  mountaltis  were  formed 
he  said  that  the  inner  mass  of  the  earth 
shrank,  leaving  the  crus^  outside  too 
large  for  it.  The  pressure  of  the  Paclflo 
Ocean  was  too  great  to  be  sustained  by 
the  unsupported  crust,  which  crumpled 
under  the  pressure,  the  first  folds  to  be 
formed  being  the  Coast  Range  and  Ihe 
Soll<lrk.s,  and  later  another  great  set- 
ilinR  threw  up  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
These  folds  or  crumples  are  maclc  tip  of 
.sedimentary  rock.s  pushed  inward  from 
the  .sea  shore,  for  the  mountain  ranges 
have  not  been  thrown  up  hot,  from  the 
centre  of  the  earth  by  volcanoes,  as  Is 
often  mistakenly  supposed. 

The  ridges,  folds  or  crumples  He  In 
lines  from  northwest  to  southeait,  and 
liavo  a  precipitous  face  inland  to  the 
northeast.  At  this  precipitous  face  the 
strata  have  been  broken  across  by  the 
formation  of  what  are  called  faults;  one 
i.s  well  seen  at  Banff.  Then  when  these 
rl'lK:es  or  ranges  are  formed  Nature  at 
onco  begins  to  cut  them  down  "woather- 
ing"  them  on  a  huge  scale  by  rain,  wind 
and  snow  till  they  are  cut  through  by 
ravines  and  valleys  and  the  remaining 
portions  are  left  as  magnificent  pyra- 
mids, castles  or  pinnacles,  the  mountains 
we  so  admire. 

lOvtdently  tho  greatest  agency  in  cro- 
!«ion  is  water,  particularly  frozen  water, 
In  snow.  Snow  piling  itself  up  (.'iO  feet 
has  fallen  In  a  year  in  the  Selklrks) 
keeps  on  crushing  and  crushing  the. 
lower  layers  together  till  they  fuse  into 
Ice,  wlilch  under  this  great  pressure  be- 
comes plastic  and  flows  now  becoming 
a  glacier,  always  downwards,  and  with 
this  groat  pressure  behind  U.  and  tho 
oxtra  holp  it  gets  from  stones,  rocks 
and  boulders  It  has  broken  off  and  Is 
carrying  with  it  it  scores  out  and  al- 
ways widens  Its  channel,  which  from  a 
ravine  becomes  a  valley,  isolating  Its 
parent  peak  over  more  and   more. 

Mr.  Whoolor  shownd  some  wonderful 
picture.'!,  taken  at  high  nltltudos  whcro 
there  are  violent  winds  and  quantltio.'H 
of  Hnnw,  .Ns  it  Is  driven  agaln.il  thn 
rocks  it  sticks  to  them  and  forms 
wrsaths  outside  Ihom,  in  very  insecure 
positions;  these  are  called  comlcos,  look 
safe  and  tempting,  liave  no  support  bo- 
low  and  may  lure  the  mountaineer  to 
trust  thrtm,  and  thoy  fall  with  him  to 
his  destruction. 

A  very  steep  glacier  from  Mount  Rob- 
son  was  shown  5000  feet  high,  with  a 
turquolso-blue  lake  at  the  bottom  of  it. 
Cloudy  days  suit  climbing,  best  at  these 
high  altitudes  (Mount  Robiron  is  13,000 
feet),  for  then  the  surface  is  hard  and 
there    are    fewer    avalanches. 

When  Mr.  Wheeler  was  climbing 
Mount  Robson  with  three  other  men, 
thoy  were  resting  at  a  point  hut  decided 
to  move  a  little  further  on,  and  in  Ave 
minutes  after  they  saw  en  avalanche 
aweep  over  the  place  of  their  previous 
halt,  which  shocked  them,  for,  aa  the 
ffulde,  who  alone  epoke,  eald:  "We 
ehoiild  have  been  killed."  As  a  glacier 
in  ite  descent  falls  over  a  ridge,  which 
In  a  water-river  would  have  meant  a 
waterfall,  the  upper  ice  cracks  and 
gapes,  forrning  a  crevasse,  and  the  ice 
on  a  (lacier,  cmckod  and  strained,  ar- 
rangea  Itaelt  in  pinnacles,  columns  and

Hero  we  iiave  a  fine  Illustration  of  how 
"freedom  broadens  slowly  down  from 
prec?dent  to  precedent."  One's  blood 
stands  .still  .it  the  thought  of  what 
might  happen  if  somebody  had  ventured 
to  criticize  tlie  Montreal  City  Council  in 
the  event  of  that  august  body  wlthliold- 
ing"  its   magnanimous  consent. 

But  th^-re  is  a  serious  side  to  this 
matter.  No  men  In  public  positions 
are  more  resentful  of  criticiftm  Umn  the 
member!,  of  aldermanlc  btKlies;  but  we 
are  not  sure  that  they  ar<?  wholly  to 
blame.  The  fact  i.«  thnt  critics  of  these 
bodies  nre  not  always  careful  to  dis- 
ilnguLsh  between  personal  attack.s  and 
legltim.Tte  criticism.  Although  what 
munlelpol  councils  do  comew  nioro 
closely  home  to  us  all  than  the  act.s  of 
any  other  legislative  or  admlni.slraiive 
body,  their  proceedings  are  often  treat- 
ed with  levity,  whicli  deg,.iierntes  at 
times  Into  ridicule.

As 
there  was  no  question  rai.sed  as  to  cor- 
rupt practices,  tampering-  with  votes  or 
voters,  or  other  offence?  against  the 
provisions  of  the  act  there  was  not,  so 
far  as  he  could  see,  any  grounds  for 
ordering  a  new  election  and  his  only 
course  was  to  unseat  the  respondent 
and  declare  the  petitioner.  Mr.  Beck- 
with.  rlt»o(od.

Judge  Lampman  stated  any  Informal- 
ities discovered  during  the  recount  were 
not  of  a  serious  nature  or  such  as  to 
have  in  any  way  alYocted  the  election, 
but  he  suggested  that  in  future  elec- 
tions where  the  result  was  very  close, 
it  would  be  better  for  the  returning  of- 
ficer to  wait  until  the  next  day  before 
giving  the  final  declaration  as  to  the 
re-isult  and  on  the  night  of  election  con- 
tent himself  with  merely  expressing  an 
opinion  inat  he  thought  the  election  had 
resuUeil  so  and  so.  The  returning  of- 
ficer, havlnj?  ir.adc  Irts  declaration,  could 
nor  give  a  recount,  but  until  that  decla- 
ration was  made  there  was  opportunity 
for  that  officer  to  have  a  recount  If  hb 
go  desired.  The  act  only  required  that 
he  make  a  declaration  proclaiming  the 
successful  candidate  as  soon  as  prac- 
tical. 

Mr.  McDIarmin  argued  that  It  was 
very  doubtful  if  the  court  has  the  power 
to  declare  Mr.  Beckwith  Mayor  or  seat 
him  or  whether,  if  the  court  had  the  Ju- 
risdiction, the  Judge  would  exercise  that 
power.  He  urged  that  a  new  election 
be  ordered  on  the  ground  that  tlie  Irreg- 
ularities discovered  during  the  recount 
proceedings  warranted  It.  Mr.  McDiar- 
mld  cited  iustanfes  of  what  he  consid- 
ered were  Irregularities,  but  Mi.s  Honor 
refused  to  change  hisi  opinion.  Instead 
he  announced  hi.-v  Judgment  after  inform- 
ing Mr.  MacLean  he  did  not  require  to 
hear   the   latter's  argument.

Mayor  Beckwith  wa.s  formally  sworn  in 
by  .ludge  Ijampman.

TORTURE  STORY  DENIED 

Japanasa  Say  That  gtorlaa  of  XU  Treat- 
ment of  Korean  Priaonera  Are 
Pare   Pabrlcattona 

.SEOITL,  .Ian.  2». — Evidence  favorable 
to  Bonip  of  the  106  Corean  prisoners 
charged  witii  conspiring  against  the  life 
of  Governor  Count  Terauchi  was  pro- 
duced at  the  resumption  of  the  trial, 
when  three  witnesses  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proving  alibis  were  examined. 

A  police  Inspector,  Mr.  Kumltomo, 
was  called  to  the  witness  stand  and  In- 
terrogated ns  to  the  alleged  tortures  In- 
nicte<i  on  tlie  prisoners.  He  entered  an 
emphatic  denial  of  all  the  stories  to 
that  effect,  saying.  "They  are  abnoUitely 
unfounded."  He  pointed  out  that  all 
the  prisoners  after  their  examination 
were  turned  over  immediately  to  the 
Procurator,  who  would  soon  have  dia- 
covered  whether  they  had  been  ill 
treated. 

Mr.  Kumltomo  asserte"!  positively 
that  all  the  prisoners'  atorles  of  torture 
were  fabricated.  They  were,  he  said, 
based  on  the  methoda  of  torture  which 
had  been  employed  under  the  formerly 
existing  priaon  s|y«tem  In  Corea.  He 
also  pointed  out  that  the  missionary 
Burgeon,  who  aaa  personally  acquainted 
with  a  large  number  of  the  prisoners, 
visited  the  Jail  early  in  IBli  and  after- 
ward wrote  to  the  wltneaa  thanking  him 
and  saying  that  all  the  prlfconere  were 
looking  welU 

Counsel  for  the  defenee  argDc-l  that 
If  the  priaonera'  prevloua  statements 
made  before  the  police,  in  which  Chrlet- 
ian  mtaalonarles  were  incriminated, 
were  not  credited  by  the  court,  the 
other  paru  of  their  statententa  tnuat 
almtlarly  be  discredited.

They  eat  or 
not  as  they  are  inclined  and  then  hurry 
away  to  play  before  the  sch' 
ring*.  At  noon  there  Is  too  kpt*; 
a  repetition  of  the  haste,  especially  In 
those  homes  where  the  father  is  obliged 
to  take  his  lunch  near  his  work.  The 
mother.  In  a  hurry  to  get  through  her 
work,  scarcely  takes  the  trouble  to  pre- 
pare  a    formal    meal. 

Tn  the  ovcnlnR  thero  Is  more'  pains 
taken.  AH  the  members  of  the  family 
arc  together  and  there  Is  opportunity 
for  pleasant  Intercourse  between  parents 
an<l  children  and  there  Is  every  Indica- 
tion that  in  our  city  this  Is  taken  ad- 
vantage of.  .V  happy  hour  spent  at 
dinner  and  a  merry  interval  of  play  is 
a  good  preparation  for  the  sound  sleep 
of  the  little  ones  and  for  the  study  of 
the    older  children. 

But  even  a  good  dinner  will  not  take 
the  place  of  a  hasty  breakfast  and  a 
neglected  luncheon.  It  happens,  too 
often,  that  the  dinner  is  prepared  for 
the  elders  of  the  family  without  much 
tliouRht  of  ^^llat  Is  suitable  for  the 
.s-mall  people.  Vet,  iho  mother  who  does 
not  carefully  select  and  prepare  her 
chjIdriMi's  meals  is  doing  them  a  great

An  abundance  of  .simple,  wliolesome 
food  is  a  necessity  for  every  growing 
animal  and  the  child  can  no  more  thrive 
in  semi-.slarvatlon  than  the  calf  or  the 
lamb.  Nature  will  not  he  thwarted  or 
denied  without  revenge.  Tt  is  only  man, 
however,  to  whom  she  leaves  the  elioice 
of  food.  The  sheep  or  the  cow  lead  their 
young  to  the  pastures  that  nrp  Mwe<<t- 
est  and  Kroenest.  The  human  mother 
does  not  always  take  the  trouble  to 
lenrti  whni  her  children  need  nor  the 
pains  to  r'ropare  it.  The  conseciuence 
is  that  In  every  civilized  community  in- 
digestion in  a  hundred  forms  makes  life 
n  long  martj'rdom  and  sends  men  and 
tvoinon  to  the  grave  wlieti  they  should 
ho   most   useful. 

No  modern  metlind  In  education  gives 
graater  promise  for  thC' future  than  the 
tranhing  of  girls  the  values  of  foods 
and  tlie  h»st  Icnown  means  of  preparini? 
them  for  the  consumption  of  children 
and  their  (^Iders.  Mistakes  may  ho  made 
by  teachers  as  wpll  us  pupils,  hut  the 
sirl  who  has  had  her  attention  directed 
to  the  matter  Is,  at  least,  not  likely 
to  cri'  through  rarolcssness  or  complete 
ignorance.

There  was  immediately  a  scene  of 
great  uproar,  which  threatened  to  de- 
velop into  a  serious  riot,  when  the 
management  demurred  to  paying  the 
money  over  to  the  bluejacket.  About 
200  "Carbonarios,"  friends  of  the  vic- 
torious sailor,  Jumped  into  the  arena 
to  uphold  his  claim,  menacingly  de- 
manding payment,  and  In  some  Instances 
producing  revolvers.  Their  threaten- 
ing .-attitude  terrlfled  the  spectators,  and 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  police  ad- 
vised the  manager  to  pay  the  money, 
pointing  out  that  the  small  force  under 
his  command  could  do  nothing  in  the 
event  of  a  tumult,  and  that  there  was 
danger   of   the  circus  being  wrecked.

Coroner's  Jury  Finds  Husband 
of  Mrs.  Edith  Ati<inson  Is 
Responsible  for  Her  Death — 
Comments  Made  on  Case 


That  Mr.s.  Krtlth  Atkinson,  foun<l 
lylnjr  la  the  bedroom  of  her  home  at 
1106  View  Street  on  Sunday  morning 
with  her  throat  cut  from  car  to  ear. 
her  death  occurring-  later  at  St. 
Joseph'*  Hospital,  came  to  her  death 
through  Injuries  Inflicted  with  a  razor 
wielded  by  her  husband,  Ernest  Atkin- 
son, was  thft.glst  of  the  verdict  ren- 
dered yesterday  afternoon  by  the  coron- 
er's Jury  which  Investigated  the  clr- 
cumstancea  aiyrroundJng  the  case.  The 
Jury  put  th#  blatne  directly  upon  the 
husband,  adding  to  tti  Xt^i^^  m;fii^ 
to  the  effect  that  |L.  atHAt  ilWMS^Ii»* 
tion  should  bo  mtA»  lo  MjMfkAtn  how 
|t  was  that  Atkinson,  wlko  Is'  «o  tho 
Interdict  list  aqd  Ijarred  f»i»  ««purln{r 
llQuor,  was  still  enabled  to  secure 
Uquor  while  on  duty  as  nightwatchman 
Saturday  night  and  early  Sunday  mom- 
Um  and  become  intoxicated.  8om«.  oom- 
meat  was  alsct  made  of  the  fact  .that 
WAc^n  the  message  oame  to  tb«  ^police. 
stutK  n  telling  of  trouble,  at  the  Atkin- 
son home  the  police  patrol  was  oit  of 
oommiflslon,    a     tire     then     In     procsss 


of  being  repaire<i.  and  the  <:onsta<oies 
who  responded  to  tb«  call  were  forced 
to  do  so  on  foot. 

AtWilMIl  StIU  JUtV* 
Atmnwui;-  Who  in  »UlUi  tn  at.  Jei»ph'». 
Hospital  «uardM  ty  two  epeoisA'  i!t«riaF 
st&btMi.  w*»  not  rewcsented  by  cbun- 
BOl  at  tiio  ihqtiest.  His  condition  Is 
Improving,  but  he  Is  still  in  a  serious 
condition. 

Tho  chief  evidence  was  given  by  •Mly.'s 
Elle  Maggs,  -employed  by  the  Atklnssna 
as  nurse  for  their  four  small  ehll'lvjn. 
She  did  not  see  the  actual  ass  lu't  ly 
.A.tklnson  upon  his  wife  or  llie  mans 
attempt  to  kill  himself  by  cutttna:  h*3 
own  throat.  At  that  time  she  was  out 
of  the  house  summoning  .tsols'-tnce 
from  neighbors.  The  Jury  -vas  uom- 
posed  of  Edward  Patterson,  ^Coron'an. 
A.  L.  Shirk,  TVllUam  X.  Lenfcsty.  h. 
Borde,   J.   W.   Lenn  and  S.  J.   Be;:kton. 

Mls.s  Maggw  teati-fled  that  she  litid 
lived  With  the  Atkinsons  since  the  fust 
of  this  year.  She  last  saw  Mro.  At- 
kinson alone  on  Sunday  morning  atout 
S  o'clock.  On  the  previous  nl^nt  At- 
kirtson  brought  home  some  pair:*  cf 
suspenders  for  the  children  and  then 
left,  for  the  James  Bay  Hotel  wh-ere 
Mrs.  Atkinson  was  engaged  as  house- 
keeper. This  was  hie  msual  m.-jiom. 
They  came  home  together  about  10 
o'clock  and  after  he  had  had  somet'.ilns: 
to  eat  he  lef,t  for  his  work  at  10:30 
o'clock.  They  apparently  parted  tho 
best  of  friends.  Atkinson  came  home 
from  work  about  6  o'clock  Sunday 
morning.  Witness  had  arisen  about  7 
o'clock  and  dres-sed  the  children,  and 
at  7:30  o'clock  Atkiruson  took  a  cup  of 
tea  to  his  wife  as  was  his  usual  cus- 
tom. '  He  wanted  the  children  to  go 
to  their  mother  in  the  bedroom  in 
order  that  she  might  flt  on  the  sus- 
penders, but  ahe  came  out  to  the  kitchen 
half  drossed. 

Showed   Hla    Tamper 
Atkinson     .started     to    prepare     break- 
fast  and    witness    then   noticed    that    he 
appeared    to   bo   in  a   temper.     He  called 
the  children   but   they  did  not  come  out 
of    tha    bedroom.      He    started    for    them 
and   met   them   coming:  out  of   the   room. 
He  bumped  into   them,  knocking  the  boy 
iiKalnst    the    door,    the    lad    recoivlns    a 
cut  on  the  forehead.     He  did  not  notice 
the    Injury    to    the    boy    until    Mrs.    At- 
kinison    called    hla    attention    to    It.      He 
ihpn   took   the   boy   to   the  bathroom  and 
commenced     bathing       the      cut.       When 
tliey  came  out  Mrs.  .Mklnsou  again  call- 
ca    his    attention    to    the    child's    injur.v. 
lie    told   bcr    to   dres.?    the   children,    and 
she    replied    that    she    would    take    them 
with    her    when    she    went    to    thp    hot(^I. 
and    sho   also    told    him    It    was    th«'    last 
time    she    would    have    anything    to    do 
with       him.       Atkinson.       Miss       MagKS 
pwopf.     thereupon     ^ot     up       from       the 
table    at    whl<'h    be    liad    seated    himself 
nnd   Kolng   over   to   Mr.*".   Atkinson   asked, 
"What   did    you   say?      That   this    \n   the 
last?"      She   answered    "yes,"    whereupon 
he    caught    her    with     one    hand     while 
pulling   dow-n    the   blind   with    the   other. 
He  took  her  Into  the  bedroom  .laying  "I 
want    to    speak    to    you."      Witness    fol- 
lowed    them,     but     .\tklnaon     had     cloojd 
the    bedroom    door.

Witness  went 
into  the  kltclKMi  and  lo<3kod  Into  the 
bedroom  and  saw  Mr.s.  .Mklnson  lylni? 
on  tlie  bod.  AA'itness  ran  back  to  Mrs. 
LovpU,  who  tclophoned  for  the  police. 
When  witness  again  returned  to  the  At- 
klnMon  home  she  saw  evidences  of  tho 
crime  In  the  bathroom  and  on  walking 
to  the  slttlngr.jom  In  the  front  of  ih« 
houflp  she  saw  Atkinson  lying  i.n  thf- 
floor. 

Had    Patty    Qoarrala 

Witness  testlflwl  she  had  llvod  with 
the  Atkinsons  since  the  first  day  if  the 
year.  They  had  had  little  quarrels  but 
nothlnct  to  speak  6f.  She  on<>e  saw 
Mrs.  Atkinson  throw  a  cup  and  .Maui'fr 
at  Atkinson.  When  Atkinson  -ame  homo 
on  Sunday  nvornlng  he  was  the  worse 
of   liquor. 

Dr.  Bapty  te»tM<d  as  to  the  n.iture 
of  tho  wounds.  When  he  arrlysd  -M  s. 
Atktn»on  was  lylnar  on  the  b.Kl.  H« 
sent  tor  the  ambulanc*  and  at  the 
hospital  he  dressed  her  wounds.  fshe 
maltared  something  about  not  sho'ung 
h«r.  Dr.  Bapty  doubted  if  Mrs.  Alkln- 
«vM  If  tbm  bad  r9C«|v«a  Immsdl- 


ato  medical  aid,  would  have  had  any 
chance    for   her    life. 

Constables  Barnes  and  McPflierson, 
who  responded  to  the  call  from  the 
I.ovell  home,  gave  evidence  of  the 
finding  of  the  bodies.  The  latter  had 
discovered  a  crimson  etalned  razor 
lying  alongside  Atkinson  In  tho  draw- 
InRroom.  As  soon  a»  Constable  Barnes 
saw  Mrs.  Atkinson  he  telephoned  for 
Dr.  Bapty.  Prior  to  arriving  at  the 
house  they  had  no  Idea  of  the  nature 
of  the  trouble  they  wi.'re  sent  to  ui- 
vcstlgate. 

Chief  of  FoUce  LanplP"  testified  to 
the  fact  thHt  Atkinson  had  been  on  the 
Interdict  list,  and  was  so  at  the  lime 
of   the   occurrence 

The  crironcr's  Jury  was  out  about  ttn 
minutes  when  It  returned  with  a  ver- 
dict that  Mrs.  .\tklnaon  had  come  to 
her  death  fro.m  a  cut.  Coroner  Hart 
refused  to  accept  this  verdict,  and  after 
Instructing  the  Jury  on  points  of  law 
they  retired  and  later  returned  with 
the  verdict   of   murder.

The  completion  of  a  deal  involving 
several  hundred  feet  on  Douglas  Street, 
was  confirmed  last  evening  by  Mr.  J.

Al- 
derman Fiillertnn  declared  that  In  view 
of  his  long  previnus  association  with  the 
fire  wardens'  committee  and  his  record

"If  men  will  place  ladders  upon  over- 
head shafting  and  climb  u|>  to  oil  and 
adjUB.t  belts  while  machinery  Is  in  mo- 
tion; if  they  will  crawl  between  the 
upper  and  lower  parts  of  a  swiftly 
moving  belt  to  reach  across  dangerous 
parts  of  machinery  In  motion;  if  they 
will  work  with  baggy  eleeves;  if  they 
will  jump  on  or  off  elevators  in  motion; 
if  th<»y  will  persist  In  moving  safety  de- 
vices or  neglect  to  look  about  them  or 
possibly  think  it  is  the  other  fellow's 
business  to  be  on  the  watch  or  keep 
out  of  the  way — the  careless  workmen 
are  apt  to  cause  many  serious  Injuries 
to  others  as  well  as   to  th'cmselves. 

"If  they  wore  gloves  or  mtttenis  wlien 
working  around  saws  or  when  adjust- 
ing belts,  then  accidents  would  be  ma- 
terially  lessened  in   number." 

These  words  of  warning  are  given  to 
the  workers  of  B.C.  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Gor- 
don, the  provincial  inspector  of  factor- 
ies, in  his  annual  report,  presented  to 
the    Legislature. 

Mr.  Gordon  reports  that  during  the 
year  he  Inspected  380  factories  tn  the 
Province,  which  had  17,866  male  em- 
ployees and  1.548  females. 

There  were  13^  accidents  '  during  the 
year,  of  which  18  were  fatal,  as  com- 
pared with  115  accidents  and  fatalili-s 
in  1!)09,  JRl  accidents  and  IS  deaths  in 
1910.  and  146  accidents  with  S  fatalities 
In  1911.  He  issued  1,794  orders  for  the 
protection   of  dangerous   machinery. 

.Seven  children  under  age — 4  boys  and 
3  gtrl.s — were  found  employed  In  factor- 
ies and  were  sent  back  to  school.  In 
tills  connection,  Mr.  (Vordon  repeats  pre- 
vious warnings  against  clitldren  being 
allowed  to  frequent  establishments 
where  there  ts  dangerous  machinery 
and  gives  notice  that  the  law  will  tae^i 
more  strictly  enforced  in  this  res'nrd  in 
future.

His 
career  was  a  most  Interesting  one,  and 
The   China  Press  says  of  it: 

"Captain  Palmer,  was  bom  In  Hamp- 
shire, England,  In  1835.  his  father  being 
an  ofUcer  m  the  Indian  army,  and  he 
wont  to  sea  first  In  1851,  on  a  voyage 
to  India.  In  1852-1853  be  sailed  to  Port 
Phillip,  Australia,  when  Melbourne  was 
but  a  town  of  huts.  ■  He  spent  over 
thirty  years  In  the  customs  service,  and 
his  personal  reminiscences  covered  a 
wide  and  Interesting  range  of  Chinese 
bistorj-.  He  figured  In  the  Crimean  "War, 
at  which  time  Florence  Nightingale  was 
on  board  his  ship,  and  was  second  in 
command  of  the  famous  Great  Eastern 
when  she  laid  the  first  Atlantic  cable. 
When  the  Confederate  ambassadors  from 
the  Southern  States  to  England  and 
France,  Mason  and  SUddell,  were  taken 
off  the  Trent  by  an  American  man-of- 
war.  Captain  Palmer  was  on  board. 

"After  tho  battle  of  Balaklava  he 
took  a  largo  number  of  tho  wounded 
down  to  the'  Smyrna  hospital,  and  Flor- 
ence Nightingale  accompanied  them. 
Captain  Palrnor  knew  her  well  and  re- 
.tainod  a  vivid  remembrance  of  her  work 
among  the  wounded. 

.  Balled  OB  Great  Eastern. 

■  I'orhaps  his  most  Interesting  remin- 
i.sconces  were  -those  of  his  days  with 
the  Great  Eastern.  He  was  the  last  sur- 
viving officer  of  that  ship,  which  was  the 
marine  marvel  of  Its  day  and  by  far 
tho  largest  ship  afloat  at  tiiat  time.  She 
was  dosigrned  for  carrying  mails  and 
passengers  to  India,  but  met  with  acci- 
dents, and  was  Incapable  of  groat  speed, 
no  that  she  was  sold  for  £25.000  and 
later  on  was  turned  to  great  account  in 
tho  laying  of  the  Atlantic  cable.  She 
was  the  only  ship  afloat  at  the  time 
capable  of  handling  the  2600  miles  of 
cable  used  In  this  work.  Duiing  the 
laying  of  the  cable  Captain  Palmer  acted 
as  second  and  then  tlrst  officer  In  com- 
mand. 

"It  was  in  1879  that  Captain  Palmer 
came  to  China,  and  during  the  thlrtj'- 
ono  years  of  his  service  in  tjio  customs 
covorod  a  wide  territory  in  China.  At 
ons  time,  while  captain  of  the  Peng 
Seng  Hoi,  he  was  ."ient  to  stop  opium 
smuggling  and  had  the  uniijue  experience 
of  firing  on  a  steamer  fly!n.<if  tho  British 
flag.  It  was  tho  Carrlsbrook,  owned  by 
Singapore    Chinese. 

"For  some  timo  Captain  Palmer  had 
been  in  Shanghai  awaiting  the  outcome 
of  tlie  matter  of  pensions.  He  had  ex- 
pected to  be  the  first  pensioner  under 
tho  new  order  of  things,  Incident  upon 
the  separation  of  tho  post  otlice  from 
the  customs."

until  after  an  investigation  of  the  wreck 
by  representatives  of  tho  owners,  who 
will   leave   here   tomorrow.

will    Ba    EBtabllahed    at    Honolulu,    and 

Is  to  Maintain  Communication  With 

San   Francisco   All   the   Time 

Roquests  lor  bids  on  the  new  United 
States  wireless  station,  which  will  give 
Honolulu  daylight  communication,  not 
only  witli  the  Coast,  but  with  the  Orient, 
have  been  asked  for,  and  the  work  on 
the  station  will  soon  be  commenced,  ac- 
cording to  a  consular  report  Issued  by 
the  Departmant  br  Commerce  and  Labor 
at  Washington. 

Tho  sending  station  will  be  composed 
of  two  separate  "legs,"  one  for  sending 
to  San  Francisco,  where  a  huge  station 
is  now  being  constructed  about  sixteen 
mllos  north  of  tho  city,  on  the  shore 
of  Volinas  Bay,  and  the  other,  a  longeir 
and  heavier  one,  for  sending  to  the  Ori- 
ental stations.  There  will  be  ten  m\«ts 
on  this  leg,  about  1000  feot  apart,  and 
stretching  a  total  length  of  4500  feet. 
The  log  for  sending  to  the  Orient  will 
also  havo  ten  ma.sts,  stretching  over 
about  5000  feel,  making  twenty  sending 
masts   In   all. 

The  station  for  receiving  from  San 
Kranclsco  will  consist  of  a  row  of  masts 
400  feet  high  and  about  4.500  feot  apart. 
That  for,  work  with  the  Orient  will  he 
five  masts,  about  5000  foot  apart.  Worlt 
on  thesd  masts  as, well  as  the  .steam  tur- 
bines and  other  .structural  ntcol  work 
and   machinery   is   well   advanced.

"Those  are  the  main  features  of  th« 
bill  aa  far  aa  the  civil  servants  are 
concerned,"  continued  Hon.  Dr.  Young. 
"It  is  the  intention  of  the  Government 
to  make  the  civil  service  of  British  Co- 
lumbia a  model .  one.  We  are  satisfied 
that  the  effort  of  the  civil  servants  have 
shown  appreciation  of  what  the  Govern- 
ment has  done  In  the  past,  and  it  is  felt 
that  the  increase  In  salaries  will  be  more 
than  repaid  by  the  Increased  efflcipncy 
of  the  service  In  the  future.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  civil  service  as  a  whole  are 
a  mo.st  reliable  body  and  are  .doing  good 
work.

"I  wish  the  Government  would  use 
its  influence  with  the  employers  of  labor 
in  this  rrovlnco  to  make  them  under- 
stand that  increased  salaries  result  in 
Increased  efficiency,"  was  the  desire, 
somewhat  sarcastically  expressed,  by  the 
member  for  Newcastle,  as  a  parcingshot. 
Had  ITo  Evid«noe 
Remarking,  on  rising,  that  ho  was 
somewhat  interested  in  the  remarks  of 
the  Socialist  representative  of  Newcas- 
tle, Sir  Richard  McBride  launched  Into 
an  analysis  of  the  latter's  statements 
and  a  discussion  of  the  labor  situation 
In  British  Columbia  generally.  He  de- 
clared that  the  previous  speaker  had 
absolutely  no  evidence  to  Justify  the 
complaints  he  had  voiced. 

"In  regard  to  persons  who  are  in  re- 
ceipt of  payment  for  services  from  this 
Province — whether  in  the  civil  service 
or  outside  service — taking  things  all 
around,  the  scale  for  payment  is  fair 
and  reasonable,"  remarked  the  Premier. 
"This  scale  is  adjusted  to  the  economic 
conditions  which  prevail  and  nothing  is 
loft  undone  to  give  all  persons  in  the 
employ  of  the  Government  a  fnlr  and 
reasonable  reward  for  their  services. 
Thousands  of  people  are  in  the  pay  of  the 
Government  and,  as  compared  with  pri- 
vate Institutions,  the  relations  existing 
between  the  Government  and  it.3  em- 
pIoyee.=i  are,  and  have  been,  most  satis- 
factory. 

"In  the  bill  now  before  Parliament 
there  is  a  distinct  and  specific  proposal 
to  make  increases  in  the  rate  of  pay- 
ment prevailing  in  the  inside  service  of 
the  Government.  This  is  becau.se  of  our 
anxiety  to  mould  Into  the  Civil  Service 
Act  everything  that  pertains  to  the  wel- 
fare and  efficiency  of  the  civil  service 
of  the  Province.  It  Is  our  desire  to 
work  as  nearly  as  possible  along  the 
lines  of  the  methods  that  obtain  in  the 
Old   Country." 

Wo  Proposal.  Says  Premier 
There  was  no  proposal.  says  the 
Premier,  that  the  civil  service  of  British 
Columbia  should  be  considered  as  a 
superior  body  or  that  those  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Crown  in  this  Province 
should  be  regarded  as  being  In  aclvance 
of  the  other  workers  of  British  Colum- 
bia. But  the  Government  proposed,  as 
the  trustees  of  the  people  of  British 
Columbia,  to  see  to  it  that  public  ser- 
vants were  given  that  protection  to 
which  they  were  entitled  and  to  also 
see  to  it  that  the  Province  got  for  Us 
civil  service  the  vf^ry  best  talent  avail- 
able. 

The  Mother  Country  had  demonstrated 
the  efficacy  of  a  permanent  civil  ser- 
vice removed  from  political  and  partisan 
influence,  and  It  was  Just  as  desirable 
that  the  civil  servants  ot  this  Province

"I  think  it  matter  for  congratulation 
that  I  am  able  to  say  to  the  Legisla- 
ture," continued  the  Prime  Minister, 
"that  in  respect  to  the  work  done  and 
now  under  way  by  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  Company  In  this 
Province,  the  accommodation  all  round 
has  been  of  a  very  high  standard,  and 
complaints  have  been  very  few  in  num- 
ber. But  even  If  this  be  the  case,  the 
Government  proposes  in  cases  where 
instances  of  neglect  by  contractors  are 
alleged,  to  lose  no  time  to  provide  the 
remedies  which  It  has  at  hand,  and  to 
insist  upon  fair  and  reasonable  treat- 
ment of  the  men  who  are  doing  the 
hard  work  of  railway  construction,  I 
want  an  answer  from  the  honorable 
member  for  Newcastle,  and  I  want  it

"The  honoralile  goiitleman  has  said 
a  good  deal  about  t^ie  workingmen  of 
British  Columbia,  but  I  challenge  his 
right  to  speak  in  their  name.  The 
workingmen  of  British  Columbia  are, 
for  the  most  part,  I  am  proud  to  say, 
behind  this  Government,  and  when  they 
come  to  enquire  Into  the  facts  of  the 
case,  they  will,  I  am  convln<;ed,  be  of 
the  same  opinion  as  I  am,  that  the 
Government  has  done,  and  is  doing,  all 
that  is  possible  to  protect  their  inter- 
ests.

Heads  BlU  Second  Time 

The  bill  was  read  a  second  time  and 
now  stands  for  Committee  conKlderatlon. 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  secured  the  s«cond 
reading  also  of  his  bill  respecting  the 
Provincial  Museum  of  Natural  History 
and  Anthropology.  He  stated  that  as 
the  Government  contemplates  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  museum  building  In  the 
near  future  it  was  thought  advisable 
to  consolidate  previou.s  legislation  and 
to  make  clear  the  Jurisdiction  of  th° 
director.  The  Province  had  reason  for 
self-congratulation  in  the  good  work 
already  accomplished  in  natural  his- 
tory, possessing  as  it  does  one  of  the 
very  best  collections  In  America — a  col- 
lection which  had  won  the  gold  medal 
of  the  world  in  the  International  Sports- 
men'.s  Exhibition  at  Vienna.  As  to  an- 
thropology, it  had  been  fourrd  that  the 
Province  had  been  backwaT^d  In  that 
regard  and  that  the  museums  at  Berlin. 
Vienna,  London,  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
had  collections  from  British  Columbia 
far  superior  to  that  in  the  possession 
of  the  Province,  but  this  was  now  b^- 
Ing  rectified  through  the  labors  of  Dr. 
Newcombe,  wlio  had  already  succeeded 
in  securing-  very  valuable  material  for 
a  collection  which  would  be  worthy  of 
British   Columbia.
